Ue Smooths Political i^Path of His 
Scheme and No'w, Mast Beckon 
with 'Financiers.

London, March IS. — The new.spai)or.s 
tlii.s wtH'k reprinted from Auiorioan 
papers the interview which a correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press had Ti?ith 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes on board the steamer 
llapsbiirg, and which was printed on 
Marcli ;{ in America. The remarks of 
Jlr. lUiodcs on America's imperial I'nliuo 
have attracted a great deal of attention. 
The Spectator, however, suggests that 
the energy of the Americans may not 
prove persistent enough for tjiarast task 
of conquest and occupation which the 
South African statesman sets before 
thein, adding: 

" Their system, though it produces men 
of ability, is probably not favorable to 
the development of a meteoric genius, 
and witliout such a man the work can 
hardly bo done rapidly. liating South 
America like nn artichoke, state by state, 
Is a task to overstrain any people, even 
the Americans. The carrying out of the 
work, too, might bring to a head the 
great danger of the United States- 
differences in the ideal aud permanent 
tendency between the North aud South. 
It is true that the state system of Amer- 
ica is a wonderful system of empire, hut 
it is also a wonderful ])rovision for dis- 
integration. The North may refuse to 
persist in a career of conquest, which 
weurie.s it, and with Canada may elect 
to form a republic with another ideal 
than governing, which, although attract- 
ive, wears out the surplus energy of the 
governors. 

If any one tells us the United States 
will expand to the Straits of Magellan 
In spite of themselves we may believe 
him; but If he says, as Mr. Rhodes snys, 
that this e.^panslou shall be deliberate, 
we shall hesitate and ask for evidence 
that they< wlsh 'thc 'cxpansiou to last," 

Mr.,,Bhodc8' striking personality stood 
out in'bold relief this week against the 
political . background of minor interests. 
The prc>ss .of three- countries-.-Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and France — was fidl of 
liiiii. His visit to Berlin makes an im- 
portant onward step in the An!j;lo-Gei- 
man understanding, and french papers 
realize this and that tlie idea that the 
issistanco of Germany might eventually 



be counted on in a war between France 
and Great Britain, is preposterous. The 
Figaro sees In Mr. Rhodes' reception at 
Berlin sure proof 'of a secret convention 
between Great . Britain 5. and Germany, 
while Le Temps says: '" Frankly, it is 
impossible to overrate its importance. It 
is plain proof of Emperor William's do- 
sire for a rapprochement with Great 
Britain, and the power and weight of 
such ^11 combination cannot be exagger- 
ated." Mr. Rhodes, however, has not 
yet arranged a hard and fast agreement 
respecting the Cape to Cairo railroad. 
Politically Mr. Rhodes and the lOmperor 
have agreed, but financially their ar- 
rangement is hanging fire, and negotia- 
tions between Mr. Rhodes and a German 
syndicate respecting financing the Ger- 
man portion of tlie railroad have not 
yet been concluded, though Mr. Rhodes 
has expressed the hope that an early 
agreement will be arrived at. 

It further appears that Mr. Rhodes 
expressed astonishment nt the German 
Emperor's surprising knowled.ge of the 
details of the matter, and Gernian ollicial 
(Hiarters in their turn were surprised at 
Mr. Rhodes' candid allusions to future 
political projects, including an Anglo- 
tierman partition of Portugal's East 
African possessions, which Mr. Rhodes 
fully expects Portugal will be willing 
to sell to the two powers within three 
years. At present Mr. Rhodes is at 
Amsterdam arranging for the support 
of the Dutch financiers.

Most of the time the smoke was eo 
dense that the liicmen could scarcely see 
their bunds before their faces, and tlio 
heat from the mass of debris glowing 
leu m Places hciU the rescuers almost be- 
yond its imuts. liesides the icmuanta of 
the wuhs left standing were so shaky 
and tbrealening that it would have been 
dangerous to allow the workmen .to 
prowx about the mass of riveted iron and 
bricks. li.ll'oits were concentiated on 
clearing away the debris, removing weak, 
wails, druliug the chimneys and oth'er 
parts for the blasting, uuu making the 
way sate for the men to oig in the ruinw 
for the bodies. 

HUNDRED AND THIRTY-NINh) 

No more bodies weic taken from the 
ruins to-day. The latest statement to- 
night is sixteen dead, aixty-six missing 
uuu lifty-seven iujuied. It in believed 
Uie men will be aoie to proceed with the 
gruesome search to-moirow with asaur- 
uuce of definite results. 

Several are engines kept their stations 
all night long throwing heavy streams 
of water on the rums. Occuaioually a 
mass of fiame would struggles up troin 
some unnoticed spot liKe a great bubble 
and buist away as the streams were play- 
ed on it, while wcjMosious of gas.punctu-- 
ated the contmulu pumping sound, of tlie 
engines.

A MILLION INSUKAliCB. 
Warren F. ; Leland; 'the -proprietor .of 
the Windsor, had somewhat recovered to- 
day, but was still in a feeble condition, 
lie. is us yet unable to account for the 
origin of the.Xire. 

It was learned to-duy that EldnUgo 
Geiry had the building, and the furni- 
tuio that, bclouged to the hotel fully in- 
sured ttild even the annual rental, for 
which he indemniiied himself witb poli- 
cies aggienating ,^7r),0UU, iMr. Gerry car- 
ried pidii-ies aggi'V;!iting $505,000 on the 
hotel building and he iiad insurance I'ov 
5;120,000 on the fiirnisbiuKS. In addi- 
tion to this Mr. Lolaud had policies ag- 
gregating .'flOO.OOO OTi his own furniture 
in the hotel. 

No estimate has been made of the pre- 
cious metals and gems whicli had with- 
stood the fianies and lie liidden in thc^ 
embers and wreckage of the great hotel. 
One family lost jowe'.ley valued at .$'2,- 
000 and the total will run up somewhere 
near a million.

['Berlin, March IS.— Tlie uuexpected 
rclcbstng crisisi which has ovorshudowed 
everything this week, was brought about 
by the fact that the rcichHtug, judging 
from tlie words and mimner of the min- 
ister of war. General Gossler, was led 
to believe that the ISmperor and the 
buudesrath worn satisflod with the mili- 
tary bill as fixed by the budget cotamis- 
sion'a report, granting everything de- 
manded in the shape of re-organization 
of the artillery and cavalry and an in- 
crease of the army t>eaco footing, except 
that only 7.000 men were granted out 
of 23.000 nskcd for. This, however, is 
TCally nfit the case, so far as the Emperor 
is concerned, and it was only after tlio 
minister of war suddenly announced that 
*h6 report was considered insufficient 
that it was discovered His Majesty in- 
«iKtcd npon the paKsage of the bill in its 
originnl shnpo. or elHe the reichstag 
would be disisolvo<i and now oloctiiins or- 
dered on this issue. 

'I'hoHO who are <,'lose Ui thi' Emperor 
have repented his sayings on the subject, 
Which leave no room to doubt His 
Majesty's attitude. But he i.s virtually 
alone in the stand taken, sinee a majority 
of the buiidesrath made it clear to the 
ImiM'rial chancellor, Prince I lolienlolie. 
i>n We<Inosday that they were satislied 
with the bill in the shape reported, and 
that a dissolution of the reiehstag on 
such a trilling matter setMued undijairable 
and injudicious. The bundesrath bein^- 
coustilutinnally the final arbiter in the 
niaftcr, the Emperor risked being dis- 
cieditiMl if he oarriinl out his intention

shouts tur.icil into cries- of horror,, as sle.- 
plunged into them. She soenied to- stri\i- 
wlldly- wlrli her linnds, and thou the body 
swung round with feet toward the build- 
ing. She- doabled up lier legs and; gave 
n mtgbty- shove as she ptiingcd ont imo 
the air a distance of 15 or 20 feet. Iter 
rescuer, who bad been eBdeavorice'. to 
stop her fall into tbe flames dropped her 
Into thi}>' arms of some fllir»men -waiting 
below. She was not seriously burne^. and 
got ■ away tbrougb tlie crowd before her 
name coutdi be- learned. 

A FIBB TRAP. 
Thomas J. Brady, commissioner ot build- 
ings, says not- only was the Windsor dote' 
unfit to bfe used! for hotel purposes, butialao 
In tbo city there are at least a dtJzcn 
houses where patrons take equal risks 
with their lives. "The lesson cf the Wind- 
sor liotel fire is now known," 8;ild Commis- 
sioner Brady. "It simply llli:Btrates the 
heiplessaess ot this department with re- 
ference to old ImJIdhiKs. The Windsor vras 
linllt under the old laws of 18T1, and did 
not have tire escapes on It nntif lSS."i. In 
1SS2 the owners were ordered to put up 
lire csciipcs. Init did not comply with the 
order for nearly three years. Again, in 
IS-'Oa, this department directed that addi- 
tional fire escapes be put on, but the order 
was not obeyed until ISO.S. I did not con- 
sider that the Windsor hotel was.: a safe 
place for people to live, for tbe reaaon that 
It was bunit under laws which made chean 
bulldingd possible and protected th&t sort 
of work. Wo cannot touch fnliy~a dozen 
hotels that would go up ns quickly ns did 
the Windsor. If wo should sa.v anything 
ncalnst them there would promptiy-he talk 
of lilacl.niall. Then the laws also take par- 
ticular care of vested rights."'

, THE MACKENZIE VA.I/LBY. 

We print this; &brnlng^ what is the first 
«toty of Bold"'ffoin''thc.^ea8t side'of the 
AtnckcnziQilynlley. Our informant, Mr. 
Hortrand 'JJaxwell, appears to he tl.nr- 
oiighly reil^fiile, and no probable reason 
ciin be. advanced for Su'ppoMng.tKat he is 
treating trie' 'p^bil'e'.to a faVry" tale: ' 'That 
gold may bcyb'pkeiil for with some clianee 
iif snccess di'.'tte ' eastern side of the 
Kocky Mountain'^' is as roasonahlo as 
tliut it can be found on the western 
slope. We know that the precious metal 
is tiiuiiil on both sides of tlie other 
range.-. Thus there is plent.v of gold 
(inart' on tlio west side of the Coast 
i^tui^e, as is evidenced by tho Troadwell 
and other Alaskan mines, and there is 
abun^lant gold on the east side as is 
KhQ^^•^l■ by tho discoveries in Atlin. No 
very considerable placers have been 
found on tJie west side, but the reason 
i.s ras.v to discover. The mountains are 
1<Kf ,ijear the sea. Yet we know that, in 
tho only considerable valloy in the rear 
of .Tunoau. paying placers wore found. 
.■Mid the riiscoverics reported from the 
Porcupine arc on tho same side of the 
i«ng6, 

The Mackonzie river and its tributaries 
form one of the greatest water systems 
ill tho world. Tho name Mackenzie is 
usually applied only to thnt part lyini; 
north of Great Slave Ijake, ami it is all 
north of tiio (lOth parallel; but in point 
of fai 1. Ibis hike is simply a feature of 
(lie uliitle s.vsliMn. It is fed l)y the Oreat 
Sl::ve rivrr, whicli Hows out of T>al;e 
'.All.ab.^-.^. ;;. ;-.^-il ih\:i lake receives the 
valiMii oi ;!ir Peai-e and the Athabasca 
■rivers. The former rises in nortli cen- 
tral British Columbia, one of its branches 
flowing out of Dease Ijako. On the east 
of the Miiekenzie are nnmenms lakes, 
yd it is alleged that a chain of lakes ox- 
tends along the west side of the river 
parallel* to it. This immense river sys- 
tem omhracos one of the most valuable 
regions in tho world. Its groat branehea 
towards tho south flow through a wheat- 
gro'^'ing area and boundless cattle 
ranges; along its shore are the largest 
oil fields in the world, that is, the largest 
in area, their productiveness remaining 
to bo catnl)lished. In almost every tril)ii- 
tary of the system gold has been foiiiiil, 
in many places the (luantity beiug sufll- 
ciont: to make mining profitable. With 
(ho'Vcxception of a short distance the 
liver is navigable from Lake Athabasca 
to the Ar(!tic Ocean. It" to all these threat 
advantages there is to bo added the ex- 
istence of rich gold deposits near the 
Arctic, we may look forward to a period 
of remarkable devolopment. 

Il.MI/ TQ THE MOUTH. 

Tlio nrtii.'le in last night's Times in re- 
gard to railway exlension to the north 
end of the Islaiiii is an iiiiprovenient 
npoij the [iroeeding one, bnt it also heps 
thc>. -real <iuc8tion. The Times persists 
in discussing tho matter as one wifli 
which the K. it N railway is specially 
coiu'erne'l, .nnd hel'ore coinniiltiiig itsell' 
to a promise to work for a subsidy, 
wab^H to know what the £. & N. Com- 
pany expect and what they are willing to 
proniise to ilo. So far as the (""nlimist 
Uno-jvs, the Vj. & N. Company is neither 
asking for further powers to construct 
railways, nor for any aid' from tho Do- 
inlnH>^. or any one else. Tho Times 
mak^S, a great mistake in treating this 
mater as a movement; by the 10. iS: N. 
Jjcopio or any ono on their behalf. As the 
r.h.l)P properly asks: If the K. & N. 
Oompiiny have no intention of asking 
.ror,»i^ythority and aid to extend their 
ron&"'t(>! tho head of tho Island, are the 
people, therefore, going to do without 
it? 

The . Tinics gives tho following very 
tguarded proniiie of co-opcT«tlon with the 
■effort to secure the desired railway: 

If it can he shown thtit the granting 
oC a subsidy to this road of half a mil- 
lion or one niilliou dollars by the govern- 
III' ii^. of Canada will In; for tho general 
adwajirago o'f; thft pc'>J>b' of the eouutry, 
..■•.inl.et',boeJililJv-6i> 'tbe ijdvnntngo of tho 



people of the Island and of this city— I 
and the company will accept ' tlie grant 
under such conditions as to govornniontal | 
control tliat may be considered in tho I 
public interest— the Times will bo as ] 
earnest an advocate— it could not be a 
le.'iR discreet one — of public aid being 
granted as the newspaper that is owned 
and controlled by the railway company 
concerned. ' 

Replying to this, we have first to say 
that tho Colonist is neither owned nor 
controlled by the E. & N. Railway Com- 
pany. Second, tho interest of the B. & 
N. Company in the proposed railway is 
only secondary. Third, no one knows 
that the I'j. & \. Company wishes to 
construct tho railway on nny terms what- 
ever. Fourth, it is (luite witliin the prob- 
ability that an independent company 
may desire to take the matter up and 
construct a railway witiiojit regard to 
tho K. & N. Company. As to the other 
points, that tlie grunt must be one that is 
for the lioiielil of Ciuiailii and for the 
Island and that the road must he under 
governmental control, one would suppose 
that every persofa would have taken 
those for granted. Oovorninental control 
would necessarily be a part of the eoiuli- 
tions upon which any subsidy would bo 
given. As to the advantage of the road, 
surol.v if, as the Times say's, there is 
nothing now in the proposal, and wo con- 
code that there is not, both the Times 
and Senator Tcmploraau, instead of wait- 
ing to bo instructed as to whether it 
would be for the public benefit, ought 
to have already formed opinions upon 
thnt point. When the matter is brought 
up in parliament, if It ever reaches that 
stage, the members of the Senate will 
look to Senator Templeman for some 
advico regarding it. Does tho Senator 
propose to rise in bis place and say that, 
although this is not a new question, and 
although it has lioeii advocated for many 
years, ho yet rorpiires to bo made to un- 
derstand that it is a project "for tho 
general advantage to the country, and cs- 
peciall.v to the advantage of the people 
of the Island and this city"? We can 
fancy that a senator from an eastern 
province might express doubt upon this 
point, for ho could hardly be 1n a posi 
tion to uiulerstand tho situation. If he 
were in doubt he would naturally seek 
Senator Templeman for information, and 
that ;^entleman would have to answer, 
unlosa bo was prepared to repudiate bis 
own paper, that he does not know wha 
the nierits of the propo-sitiou are. In 
regard to Jlr. Corbiu's road, to which 
the Times refers iu this connection. Sena- 
tor Templeman is thoronglily informed. 
His ignorance is conlinod to matters 
right at his own door. Mr. Corbin is 
bo congratulated upon having been able 
to impress the iniiiortuiico of his 
project upon the Senator's miiul 
especially as the Senator has 
not yet been able to decide upon a ques- 
tion which he himself says is not a novel 
one, but has been discussed for many 
years. However it is soniothing to have 
extorted this much of an endorsement 
from the Times and the Senator, and 
"for this niiwli, thanks." 

We think ii right to add that, in re- 
ferring to Senator Toraplemau by name 
iu this connection, we do not wish to 
give a porsonid color to the discussion, but 
do so simply because his connection with 
the Times renders it impossible to leave 
out of eoiisiileration his position as 
member of the Seuaiv. 



THE BUOADNIiSS OF IIOI'K. 

David in one of the Psalms says: " I 
had fainted unless I bad boru-ved to see 
the goodness of the Lord iu the hind of 
tho living." Paul, addressing his follow 
sufferers for the cause of Christ, said: 
" If in this life only we have hope, wo 
are of all men most miserable." Faith 
ami hoiie to sustain men with promise of 
blessings iu this life and beyond its bor 
dors— tln^ro is little wontfer *tJjat the mod 
era hymn writer exclaimed: "There's a 
wideness in God's morcy like the wide 
ness of tlio sea." 

As has been often pointed out in these 
columns, the great value of siicii teach- 
ings consists in their being the expression 
of the experience of men whose opinions 
are worth something. It is not neces- 
sary to say anything about Daviil and 
Pntd. They were both what we would 
nowadays call men of experience. The 
one rose from being a shepherd boy to 
be tlic founder of a line of kings; the 
other was the architect of the most n 
inarkalile religions structure that the 
world has ever scon. Until men of simi 
Inr exiierii'iici^ ami aeliievenients can be 
cited to alllrm to tho contrary of the 
above quotations, sensible people will bo 
iiu lincd to accept the views of these two 
illustrious piM-soiis, if not absnliilely. at 
least to, ii siitlirieiit degree to be ready 
to exi>erinieiit along the linos which led 
them to place such conclusions on record. 
It is tho poorest sort of an answer to 
make to a statement, put forward by an 
intelligent man, to say that you do not 
bi'lieve it. -Vs Well tell a chemist that 
yon do not believe a certain substance 
dropped into a certain solution will give 
a certain precipitation. A common error 
is to think that because certain phenom- 
ena are alleged to be tho result of faith, 
they can be disposed of by refusing to 
believe thorn. E.xperionce in the domain 
of what may be called moral forces is 
just as trustworthy as experience in tho 
domain of physical forces. The only 
dilTeri'nce is that tlio former is more 
ilillleult to establish than the latter. 

It is to be noted that there is nothing 
antagonistic between what David sang 
and I'anl wrote, although many preach- 
ers lay most stress upon the latter. Tcr- 
haps it is the more important. It may 
be that the enjoyment of hope for the 
future is better than the present enjoy- 
niGut of V tlijs. gpodness-T.of tliftilior?! " ; 
but this is not*'mnteriaI;' ' Tlt'o^pbrnt Is 
that both jire available to those who seek 
them iu the true wa.v. To properly 
understand what any ono stJites as tho 
result pf :,experlcricc, it i?. necessary to 
put btirselros (IS nonrlj' ns posslblcVht his 



place. David, was able iu his lifetime 
to realize the fruit of repentance and 
right living. The lot of Paul was very 
different. He was surrounded with con- 
ditions that were uniano. He was 
wrestling with tho mighty inflnenco of 
a strong but corrupt civilizatiou. He 
was antagonizing settled conditions. He 
was endeavoring to convince the most 
grossly materialistic age of the import- 
ance of Bpiritual truths. To such a 
man there could be little enjoyment of 
" the goodness of the Lord in the land of 
the living." Ho was sustained by his 
hope for the future. To what degree 
David was upborne by this same hope, 
there may bo room for doubt; but Paul 
had a fuller and clearer light than the 
poot-king. "Shall the dead praise Thco?" 
asked tho latter upon ono occasion. 
Tlio groat npostlo was troubled with no 
ueh misgivings. Of one thing he was 
su])rcniely confident, namely, of the 
resurrection. To his mind the (lucstion, 
■which had troubled men for ages, " If 
man die shall he live again?" admitted 
of a perfectly definite answer in tho 
allinnative, and ho was prepared to sac- 
rifice everything that seemed worth hav- 
ing in this life that he might be the bet- 
ter prepared to receive the joy of the 
life which is to come. 

If what David sang and Paul preached 
is true, the race is losing inconceivably 
by not seeking to get Itself on rapport 
with the agencies upon which they relied. 
Is there that which gives happiness in 
this life and ineffable joy in a future 
existence? If so, surely there can bo 
nothing else in nny way comparable to it 
There is no sanction for the proposition 
which so many people are fond of mak- 
ing, thnt only by suftoring hero wo can 
hope to gain joy hereafter. Tho great- 
est teacher of all said: ".Seek ye first 
tho kingdom of God, and all things else 
siiall be added." It Is demonstrable that 
this is sound philosophy, as much so ns 
it is to say thnt tho host conditions in 
physical life produce the host results. 
At the vorj' foundation of the. rhapsodies 
of David, the .arguments^of Paul and the 
teachings of Christ therei Itcs' tlie grand- 
est, yet simplest pbilosopjiy.-.- ' The field 
is well worth tho closest-investigation by 
every thinking mind. 

""The' Winasor''h'otei fire has many les- 
sons, some of ■n-hicli wo cannot make 
any sjiecinl use of in Mctoria; but tliiM-e 
is one of them that every one can lay 
to heart. This horrible catastrophe -was, 
it appears, caused by an act of thought- 
lessness. 1'he man who threw tho match, 
which ignited tho curtain, little dreamed 
of the awful conscfiuences of his shnplo 
act. Every one should reiiieinber the 
lesson of this phase of the horror. It is 
just as well also to take occasion to re- 
mind those whose duty it is to see that 
proper precautions are taken against fire 
in places where large numbers of people 
gatlicr, thnt eternal vigilance is tho 
price of safety. So far as the Colonist 
knows every reasonable precaution 
against loss of life by fire is tJiken in 
Victoria; but if the fire dejjartmcnt has 
any doubt on tho point, rigid inspection 
ought to be made and the necessary- ai>- 
pliancoR should be insisted upon.

ENGLAND'S IMPERIALISM. 

It Is Due to Economic and Moral Causes 
Latter Considered the More ^ 
Important. 

"We owe a qtcclal debt of pratltudo to 
Sir Eobcrt GIlTen for his most able ami In- 
teresting paper ou the "Uelatlvc Growth 
of the Component Parts of the Empire," 
s.iys the Spectator. The grouna for tliiit 
special gratitude la that bis paper. In ef- 
fect, emphasizes most strongly cerlalii 
facts to which wo drew attention Cie 
ether day. These facta were that free 
traile I* the llCe-broutU of the limplre, Uiat 
without free trado the Bmplrc eould not 
l!n^e grown as it has la the last quarter 
of a century, and that un ubunclonnient of 
free trade would inevitably, knock the 
bolts out of the Umpire and bring the 
vast Buporstnicturc wlilch rests on tiio 
minute base of these Islands In ruins about 
our ears. We admit that It la Imposslhl.? 
to prove these statements as one prove-s 
a uiiithematieal proposition, but none tiie 
Ic!-s wo believe tiiat no opon-niliidcd man 
wlm looks at the facts given by Sir Rob- 
ert GlfTcn will doiilit that they do support, 
uMul most emphatlrnlly. our contention in 
ii'Xiinl to tree trade and the Kmplre. The 
last 'J.'i years has lieen a period of unc.x. 
amiiled expansion iu tho Kmplre. It has 
also been a. period In which the policy of 
free trade.>'biis been'' more completely cat- 
rlc d out tiiari In any other period of oar 
lilslory. and In which successive attempts 
10 make us give up one-sided free trade n.s 
aa eennoinlc ineptitude have been resisted 
and defeated. Ajjnin during this period. 
(Jemiany and I'^ninee have also acquired 
great Coloalnl empires, have tried to worl; 
lliein on a protectionist basis, and have fail- 
ed to produce the kind of lesolts wc? linve 
prodnced. Lastly, during this epoch of ex- 
pansion our Empire has not created abroad 
that extreme sense of Jcnionsy which sultlsti 
Imperial monopolies have always produced 
In the past. The nations may l>e envious, 
but none of tbcni have ever shown nny 
genuine willingness to combine nKainst "s 
under the plea that anyone would he liot- 
loi- In India or Africa or the Soutli Seas 
tliiin the nritlsli. On the contrary. It has 
been evident that each power has been 
iiieliaed to argue: "That we hate the 
Itiltlsh. and would Hko this or that colony 
for ourselves, yet' we wonid far rather see 
tliom there than anyone else." 

Let us torn for 11 moment to some of the 
facts nnd IlKiires stated l)y Sir linbert 
Olffen. The Hiiipire is now a territory iil 
11.500,000 square ndles, or 1.1,000,000, of wi; 
include Kgyiit and the Soudan; and In tM^ 
tervltorv there is a population of nhoi:: 
■107,000,000, or of over 420,000,000, If I'^gypt 
nnd the Soudan arc included— a population 
nbont one-foUrth of the whole popnlntlon 
of the earth. Of this population about 
,"i0.000,000 are of Bngllsh speech and race, 
the ruling race— tn the United Kingdom, In 
Itritish North America and In Anstralnsla, 
and the remaining 350,000,000 to :{70,000,ono 
are the various subject races, for the most 
part in India and Africa, the proportion of 
the governing to the subject races being 
tlius about one-elshth. The Increase In 
area nnd population in this empire, ex- 
cluding Kgypt and the Soudan, amounts, 
since 1871, to 2.8.">4,000 square miles of nrc.n. 
or mine than one-fourth of the whole, nnd 
12.').(X)0.(H)0 of iHipulatlon, which Is also more 
tlinn one.fmirHi of the ivliole. The lii- 
eri'iise of the ruling nice Included in this 
population amounts to about 12,500.000, or 
about one-foiirtli of the number In 1S!)7: 
ami the lurrense In the subject races Is 
n2.(XX),000, or nearly one-third of the num- 
ber in 1807. The existing revenue of the 
different parts of this empire, added to- 
gether, amounts to $1,288,26.5.000, nnd th-' 
Imports and exports to 18.875,000,000. The 
InercnHe since 1871 Is $565,116,000 for reve- 
nue, or more than 40 per cent of the pr'ss- 
eiit total, while the Increase of Imports 
nnd exports is ?2,140.000,000, or about one- 
third of tho present total. These are ninr- 
vellons figures. We believe most flrnilT 
thnt the expansion of the Kmplre is due to 
two eanses, one economic, and one moral— 
the moral beinc by far the most Important 
of the two. The economic cause we have 
already mentioned. It is the adoption bem 
of the policy of free trade. That has kept 
the pores of the body politic open, and 
made It liuposslblp for the world to re- 
proach ns In their hearts. If not with their 
Hps, ns grasping nnd selfish monopolizers. 
We have forbidden no man tc carry on an 
honest trade within our donilnioris. anil wo 
liavo asked 110 special ami peculiar traile 
privileges from our dependeneics and ovi-r- 
sea possessions. That 1^, we have steadily 
refused to make the colonies or India tied- 
liouses. whi"we ueeils we nlouo wen' 
llr(.'pil to supply. That Is llie i-eonoinle 
1)Ms1m of the oxtenslflu of the i;ni|)iri-. Tlw- 
moral basis Is greater. Though with many 
failures and with sonio conspicuous blun- 
ders, ns In the case of the creation of 
chartered companies, we have honestly 
nnd sincerely tried to govern the subject 
races In their, and not In onr own, Inter- 
ests, while In the case of onr own flesh ami 
bicod we have given them nil the freedom 
.•Mill all the reHpon.HllilIlty we have claimed 
for ourselves. 

The workinK out of tills intention to 
govern the subject people of Asln am! 
Afrien. not in our interests, but In tlieirs. 
has been nssaileil on every side; yet we 
have lustinelively. if blindly, maiuiKeii to 
keep hold upon the true principle. Tlie 
seltlsh and tho short-sighted have urged ns 
to do this or that thing which, though it 
iiiiKht be bad for the native, ■would im- 
iniue trade and "help onr stniggllng fei- 
lii«-countr.vmnn here." The sophists of 
the day. Intoxicated with mere phrases 
about democrnc.v nnd liberty, hnve, on the 
olhrr hand, urged us to give onr Asinti? 
siibjects Institutions whieli they do not de- 
sire, nnd -ivhleb they conid not w-ork. in 
order tn relieve us of the responsibility of 
a burdensome Iriisteeslilp; but here a^alr 
we have s<|)Oil !lnn. and hnve nssoiti'd the 
prinrlple that our business is to (rive the 
lilrsslnKs of good government to the pee- 
pie Intrusted to onr power, and not lo 
mock them with the hollow- abstraclioin 
of the neademic politician. Though with 
ninny wcnrj" sighs, nnd with some undlg- 
nltled utnggcrlngs, first to one side anil 
then to • thcabtjcy, , wo have In , the main 
doB(iedIy4^M'5i6> the duty of -ipjovernlng In 
the real IntorcBt of the governed, and not

That has been tho 
duty he has put before him; thnt has been 
(he object upon which his eyes liavo been 
fixed. Look at the result. Ecypt lias 
prospered beyond nil belief, and England 
lias a far securer position there than if 
Lord Cromer bad been trying to pet Kgypt 
for England rather than primarily to gov- 
ern it well. Here as elsewhere honesty 
has proved' the best pollcj*. ^And here, too, 
we may add Archbishop ■Wbntely's rider, 
"l!ut he Is not an honest ninn who Is hon- 
est for that reason." If the men to whom 
wo have entnistod tho work of government 
In the trnples hnd governed in the Int.^r- 
rsls of the Kovenied solely liceause they 
felt It their duty to do their best for tlu:lr 
trust, they would not hnve succeeded. 

What constitutes n nation's wealth, 
prosperity and greatness is not tho pos- 
session of mines or rich lands or good 
hribors, or nn.v other physicnl ndvan- 
Inces, however great, but only the energy 
and charneter and enterprise of Its people. 
Thnt Is why Northeast Ulster prospers so 
greatly nnd the couth iof Ireland does nor. 
One group of the' IHfatt conntica happens 
to have a population ardent nnd en 
dowed with a keen. and restless energy. 
The other group of counties is. In ih-i 
ninin, Inhnbltnted by nn nnenergctlc race. 
As Mr. KIdd has tnught us, the ultlmnte 
cause of nntlonal welfare Is the possession 
of moral and spiritual Ideals; n devotion 
to what Is non-mnterlal nnd non-mtlonal. 
These nre the things thnt cinleken a na- 
tion nni! pive It life nnd strength. Hence 
our iustinrtlve desire tn obey n moral Im- 
pulse to the Rovernment of subject nices 
has helped to quicken the nation through 
rut, and to give It that energy nnd power 
which make for prosperity. By not see': 
Ing nathuint glories and successes, ive 
have found them. Let ns remember, then, 
if we want to keep (he Kmplre toRctber, us 
unquesdonnbly we do, whnt Is the cemeni 
with whieh it bns been built; the desire 
to nile the subject races not In our inter- 
ests, but in their own. Hut this neeepted. 
It will he found thnt tho chief nnd most 
ncccssary_ Instrument for attaining to our 
moral Idcn la the polfcy of free trade.

THE DOINGS OF DAWSON. 

Commissioner Ogilvie Makes an End of 
Long-Standing Causes of - Com- 
plaint — Deep-Lying Bedrock. 

The latest issues of Dawson papers, 
received from travellers arriving within 
the paat few days, carry the news down 
to the IGth ultimo and would go far to 
indicate that the policy that is being 

doptcd by Conjtnissioner Ogilvie will 
oon have removed the chief cau.ses of 
complaint among the residents. For ex- 
ample, he has decided that the collec- 
tion of !!>1.25 toil, for a tram road that 
never ran a tram, up Bonanza which has 
been a source of great wealth to Messrs. 
Thomas O'Brien and Hill Henning. 
comes under the head of illegal imposts, 
uncollectable and cause for a damage 
letion where it has been secured. 

Then again in the mutter of the water- 
front lease, out of which certain retired 
oflieials are declared to have made a 
fortune, he has written a letter in which 
he practically decides that this lease will 
he declared null and void as soon as tlie 
matter is submitted to a formal test of 
egality; while Lucille ICliott has been 
confirmed in her rights to claims 34 and 
17, Dominion, the verdict of ex-CommiS' 
sioncr Fawcett, in behalf of another 
claimant, being reversed. 

Col. Steele is anotlK'r of the new offici- 
als whose conduct is particularly well 
plensijig to the miners; be has made a 
notable hit in arranging for a creek col- 
lection of mail, all licensed road houses 
being created post ofilees for the re- 
ceipt of mail outgoing, aiid the gov- 
ernment making itself resjionsible for 
mail so received. The mail leaving Daw- 
son on the 15th February was the first 
batch bearing the 2-cent stamps, the 
miners herein receiving fresh evidence 
of the benevolence of the government. 

At the latest reports the press, pulpit 
and public of Dawson were energetical- 
ly agitating for two things— a public 
school for the children of the city, and 
a reliable fire alarm system. 

The ground on Moosehide creek, the 
nearest of the gold streams to Dawson, 
appears to bo about the deepest in all 
the district. Tom Graves, Dick (iard- 
nepand Tom Kinney are reported by tlie 
Nugget to have sunk recently on their 
claims. 4() above discovery, 100 feet, and 
still no sign of bedrock. They deter- 
mined not to give up. and at 114 the end 
of the frost was found. The first dash 
of the pick into the soft ground brought 
a flood of water, however, and the min- 
ers were obliged to r(>treat in haste up 
the rope. 'I'he hole had not filled up yet 
at last reports, and it was expected 
that inininj; might yet be done. 

Scurvy and consumption have proved 
too much for Frank Nantuek. the young- 
est of the liidiiins under sentence of life 
imiirisonuKMit for eoniiilieity in last 
spring's murder on the Tahkeena river. 
He died some weeks ago, and it is antici- 
pated thnt unless their execution follows 
quickly the others of the party will go 
the same road. It is the common fate of 
aborigines when brought to a long term 
in a ))]ison cell. 

Dnwson has felt no want of ainiise- 
meiits this winter. It has now a gun 
club, a rifle. club, a revolver club, a Iniek- 
ey ejnb, numerous athletic clubs, a curl- 
ing clul). a ski-running association - and 
half a dozen musical and''dHtmntie sb- 
(-ieties. ' ' '

THE WHEEL. 

Cinder I'aths tor Cyclists. 

In view of the interesting discussion 
that has lately taken place as to how 
much the bicycle license fee shull be, and 
how tli(! moneys Uierefrom shall be in- 
vested, it will no doubt interest many to 
read tlio substance of the original peti- 
tion iu this behalf, presented to the coun- 
cil on the -lib March, 1S9S. This peti- 
tion bore liTtj signatures, the signers be- 
ing among tiie most intlueutial business 
and professional men of the city, and 00 
per cent, of them owning and riding 
wheels. Their prayer wns us follows: _ 

"Whereas a large pro|>ortion of the in- 
habitants of Victoria nnd its suburbs 
are bicycle riders; and "Whereas owing 
to the deplorable condition Of the roads 
in aud around ■Victoria such bicycle rid- 
ers are unable to use their wheels upon 
these roads for sis months of the year 
with either comfort or safety; and where- 
as the city council has by one of its 
enactments made it illegal to ride upon 
any sidewalk; nnd wherons owing to 
these causes a large number of the rate- 
payers aud taxpayers of thus city and 
province are needlessly deprived of n 
great couveuieuce, robbed (in the case of 
business men and women) of what may 
be their once chance of out-door exercise, 
and denied any benefit from those roads 
and sidewalks which they beli) to main- 
tain, now wo therefore your petitioners 
do humbly pray either that: ii cinder or 
other track be laid upon some four ap- 
proaches to this city, one from each point 
of the compass, so as to give all wheel- 
men reasonable access to the city all the 
year round, such track to be either a 
cinder path near the sidewalk, a cinder 
path between the tram rails, or a wooden 
addition to the sidewalk Hurh as is now 
ia use in the United States of America; 
or that a single line of sidewalks along 
some uniniportaiU by streets may be set 
apart in each divisiou of the city, along 
which wheelmen may ride, subject to 
liv-laws fin- the prevention of scorching,

"111 Onlifoniia there are viist areas of 
valuable laud where the watrr mipply is 
insulUoieut. Nature has eudeavored to 
correct this by sendiiiK in. heavy fogs 
laden with moisture, ami it only remains 
for the iiigeuuily of man to utilize this. 
These fogs geuenilly corae in from the 
ocean at night during the dry summer 
mouths, when most needed, but are dis- 
sipated early in the morning by the sun. 
Here is ample moisture brought to our 
very door if we could but discover some 
simple and practical method of conden- 
sing or precipitating it on a lui^e scale." 

It certainly is tuntniizlng to tliink of 
this immense quantity of moisture pres- 
ent and visibli^ but unavailable. Neither 
science nor art at present can suggest 
any fenaible method of causing tliis fog 
to descend in refreshing drops of rain. 
On the other hand, the green vegetation 
at tlie KUUimits of the uiany mountaius 
lia.s often been observed to be due essen- 
tia lly to cloud or fog and not to rain; 
it may, tliorefore, be hopotl that along the 
coast of Oa'ifoniia some device will soon 
be introduced, that shall catch the log 
particles as they float along and forc<> 
tlieni to trickle down in gentle streams 
of water so as to moisten the earth. We 
do not propose to coiulense or |)recipitate 
the atmospheric moisture in the ordimiry I 
souse of these words, but Kimi)ly to catch 
it as tlio leaves of the trees do. We re- 
call the RO-calU'd drip from every rock 1 
and twig on the summit of Table moun- 1 
tain at Cape Town, and especially on 
the summit of (Jreen mountain, in the 
i.siand of Ascension, and tlie dani|)ness 
or the rocks on I'ike'.s l*eak, and we 
caunol: doubt but that in many spots 
throughout the globe vegetation is kept 
iilive by the buuiJI amount of moisture 
that is caught on the leaves, and, drip- 
ping thence to the ground, is soaked up 
by the roots of the plant. In fact, tlu ie 
are several plants whoso leaves and 
branches are so arranged as to facilitate 
•drip and the collection of moisture by ' 
this process. I 

What is needed by the agriculturist on 
the California coast is some simple me- 
clianicaJ arriuigement by which the (iuihi- I 
tity of fog particles shall bo intercepted 
•IS they flow past any given plant, and 
shall be forced to drip or glide downward 
into the ground at the root of the plant 
Any /nn-shai)ed arrnngemont of sticks or 
slate that increases the area exposed to 
the fog should apparently increa.se the 
quantity of moisture carried down to the 
roots. Mechanical devices, tlio explosion 
of dynamite, refrigerathig apparatus 
and other niialogons devices are likely to 
be too expensive in comparison with the 
return they niaki>. 



HEIGHT OF TIIF ItOCKIES. 

Mount Brown and Mount Hooker Are 
Not as High jis Was Thought. 

At a recent meeting of the Uoynl Geo- 
graphical Society, held in London, a 
pa|)er on "Exploration in the Canadian 
liockies: A Search for Mount Hooker 
and Mount Krown" was read b.v I'rofes- 
Hor Norman Collie. F.H.S. Sir Clements 
11. Markliani, the president, occui)ied 
the chair. Professor Collie's pajier 
dealt with two jounu'ys taken during 
1S!)T and l.S'J.S thnm-li that part of the 
Canadian Rockies that lies betw(^'n the 
Kicking Horse pass on th<> south and 
tlie tionrcc of the .Vthabasca river on 
the north. The most interesting prol>- 
lorn connected with the first j(junu'y 
which presented itself to Professor 
Collie and liis party was whether a lofty 
nieuntiiin— proh.ihly 14,000 to 15,000 
feet— Koeii from the slopes of Mount 
Froshfield, from which it lay distant 
about 30 miles in a northwesterly di- 
rection, might 1)0 Mount Brown or 
Mount Hooker, which were suijixwed 
to be lU.Olll) feet and l.^.OOO feet high 
ref pcctively. Professor t'oleman, in 
1893, starting from .Morley, had arrived 
at the true Athabasca Pass, found the 
hiatoric Committee's Punch-bowl. and 
his brother had climbed the highest 
peak on the north, presumably Mount 
Brown. This lM>ak he round to be (inly 
•0,000 feet. The (lueslion preseiuetl itself 
— Could ho have been mistaken or was it 
possible that there existed two Atha- 
basca Passes? Professor Collie and 
liis compnuion returned to their cqnip 
on the Saskatchewan Pass ivlthout 
iiaving solved the question of either 
Moutita Brown or Hooiicr or the Com- 
mittee's Punch-bowl. It was finally 
settled on the return to Kngilnnd by ref- 
erence to thp journal of David Douglas, 
the nn turn list, dealing with his Journey 
o\er the Athabasca Pass.

HON. DAVID MILLS 

Before Detroit Bar Association DIscusecb 
the Constitutions of United States 
and Canada. 

Di'lroit, Fob. 2G.— Hon. David Mills, 
Minister of .lustico for the Dominion 
Canada, was the chief speaker lit tlie 
niei'tiiig of the Oi'lroit Uar Association 
yeslenlay ufternoDii. The occasfoii was 
the Ki-\ty-lhird anniversary of the ko 
ciety, culled Campbell Day, in honor of 
the laic .ludge Campbell, who was one 
of it.s most distinguished members. Hon. 
Don. M. Dickinson presided. Mr. Mills 
chose as the subject of his address, "The 
Coinpanitive (joiistitutioiml I^aw ot tlie 
United States and Canada," and the 
inaLler was so well handled as to CHim- 
maiid the closest attention aiul universal 
iipproval of his listeners. In the 
course of his speech Mr. Mills said:— 
I shall not undertake to discuss tlie rel- 
ative merits of your system and of 
ours as instruments of effective govi- 
ernuiont and as educating forces in- 
lliicncing national life. With regard to 
your federal constitution I find many who 
are uuder the impression that it was 
evolved liy some original process from 
the mind.s" of a few able thinkers, who 
siK'cessrnlly led tlie Ihirlcen colonios in 
their conlliet with the mother wuiitry, 
and who devisinl political inslitutioii.s 
wliieh were before unknown. The fraiii- 
ers of the constitution of the United 
States were too wise to trust to their 
own powers to criMte u new system of 
govcrnuiL'Ut, and so they prolited by their 
own experience, and adjustod the insti- 
tutions which they already knew to the 
new conditions which had arisen. There 
is scarcely any institution embodied in 
the government of the United States, 
whellicr state or federal, which cannot 
be traced back, historically, to the oarly 
iuHtitutions of England. Indeed no sys- 
tem of government can be durtible which 
is not suited to the character ot the peo- 
ple who are subjected to its authority. 
The frainers of the American (;oiistilu- 
tlon took in the actual situation. The 
gnviTiimcnts of the colonies were mod- 
eled more of less ck'scly after the pat- 
tern of English local institutions. When 
the colonies revolted no ni^W {tlstitutlon 
of govorument was reiiiiired. The local 
government of each colony had juris- 
diction over life, property, civil rights 
and local improvements. The parent 
state exercised jurisdiction over com- 
merce and over interiintional relations. 
^Vhen those colonies became independ- 
ciit the state government took the place 
of the colonial government, and the jnris- 
di<'tion of the Crown nnd Parliament, 
as tlie colonies li<>ld it to be, passed to 
the revolutionarv government here—the 
n(>w central authority. The chief thing 
which the promoters of the revolution 
had to do was to lind a now tenoniout 
for that old authority, which had all 
along lieen exercised in England. 

In form, popular election is cstabludv- 
ed by the establishment of an electoral 
c< il(>go, but party conventions have 
brought about a conventional change 
the constitution which might to-cjay 
vv.ll nigh provoke a revolution were the 
law followed and tlie customs disrcganl- 
The framers of the constitution were 
,n opinion that the executive power couhi 
be held more oftectually in rostramt if 
,ted in ii single per.son than it vesteil 
ill till' chief magistrate and a bod.v of ad- 
visers. In the old colonial establishments 
there was a legislative council that ad- 
vised the governor in the discharge of 
his executive functions, and a siniilai' 
dutv was imposed upon the senate of 
the" Fniteil States in the larger sphen- 
in which that body is called upon to act 
\{ the lime the constitution was tramtMl 
the states were left the p(i:isession of 
lliose iiiililarv powers that tlicy cxercis(><l 
colonists. And so with regard to state 
Ic-islation, the dividing line is not so 
drawn in all cases as to prevent the 
to legislating in such a way or doing 
■h acts as might seriously comprom- 
ise or enilKirass the Federal giiverunieni 
in the discharge of its international ob- 
ligations, xr • 1 
Since the se|iaration of the Tlnited 
States from Croat liritiun, Parliament- 
ary government has suix-rseded prero- 
:,aiive government, and the cUleieiit ex- 
ecutive anthoritv of the nation is in the 
hands of the leaders of the party com- 
manding a majority in the house of com- 
mons. Hel'ore tlie provinces of Canada 
were united this system of parliamentary 
goveniinent had bi-rti introduced into nll 
the iirovinips of British North Amenca. 
Till' federal union of the different prov- 
es gave to each province complete con- 
1 over property, civil rights, muuicipul 
... titntions and local improvements, 
which precluded the possibility of one 
province interfering with the local affairs 
of another, and confined the general leg- 
islation to those mutters which are of 
coinmon eonceni. 

The groat dilTerciice between your sys- 
icm and ours is in the constitution of the 
•xeentive government. The executive 
iinthorily in and ovi-r Canada is in. Her 
.Majesty. Our executive heud is perinii- 
ticiil, but Her Majesty and Her Majes- 
ty's re|)resentative reign; they do not gov- 
ern. The executive goveinnicnt of the 
country is for the time being in the 
hands of the administ nil ion. The sove- 
reign or the sovereign's repn^entntive, 
in choosing the ministers, must choose as 
the prime minister the party leader, or 
someone having the conlideiu'e of the 
majority in the house of conimous. nnd 
the prime minister chooses his colleag- 
ues from among the iiienibers of the two 
houses. Tlicy remain advisers of the 
crown; lliey direct its executive and leg- 
islative iiolicy so long ns they liiive the 
conlidcnee of tlie house of commons, ami 
when they cease to have that confi- 
dence the crown must call upon the lead- 
('!■ of some oilier party to form a new 
administration. 

Under our constitutional Hystem the 
tirovince possesses not only ordinar.v 
legislative jiowers, but it also possesses 
constitueni powers and may alter or 
amend its constitution in any respect, 
except in relation to the appointment of 
the provincial governor. At this time, 
when our Interests have grown beyond 
our own borders, we claim, and have 
conceded to ns lit the government of the 
Empire a voice. In the settlement of those 
questions which may ariae"of|an inter- 
national cliarncter, of which.we lis a por^ 
tinn of the Empire aife-moRl: affectctl. 
The Imperial side of our cohstitiiUon is 
neecBsnrily different ■ from youra. Our 
possessions are scattered over the world. 
We begin as children of hn enlightened 
and beneficent parent. As we approach 
manhood we are taken Into partnership 
with the parent state, nod so our rela 



tions, being founded on experience and 
reason are adjusttKl to tlie requirements 
of the occasion. Thus there has been 
gradually built up, upon the established 
principles of parliamentary government, 
a constitution both Imperial and repre- 
sentative in its clmructer, and embrucing 
the Dngliah-speaking people within the 
Empire iu all parts of the world, ade- 
quate to meet all political emergencies. 

The boundary which marks that Im- 
pLTkl system you have recently crossed, 
and you have entered upon tJie work 
which was begun by the mother of free 
slates a century ago. You, too, recog 
nizing your high calling, have taken up 
the "White Man's Hurden," and I am 
sure that the feeling ot every Cuuadian 
is that this new departure in your his 
torical development may be of great value 
to yourselves aud of priceless advantag 
to the world. 



THE ADVANCE IN WAGES. 

A Sure Indication of the General Pros- 
perity.

It would be Impossible to e.taggorati' 
cither the signlllcnnco of the Importanci 
of tile reports which, coming from every 
part of the country, and relating to near 
ly evoiy kind of Industry, make aiaio.it 
d.iily announcement of the upward move- 
ment which is going on In the rate nf 
wages. Tills movement parallels the rise 
Ic stock iiuotatlous, which has hpen foi 
some months [inst such an eloquent and 
c<iiispicunus feiituri' of the money markets, 
and far suriiasses it In tlie scope of it.-- 
Intorosl and the value <if Its Iniliciithin. 
An advance in the stock markets, even 
though sustained iin.l suhstantiai, is not 
an Infallible demonstration of natlomii 
prosperity. It may rest upon a basis n: 
moro substantial than tlie contagion of im- 
foundod hopes doonicil never to be real- 
ized. It moy be. It often has been, the pre- 
liminary to a resounding and disastrous 
collapse. 

It Is not so with an upward movement 
sufficiently general to be truly signilloant 
In the scale of wages. That means, it can 
mean nothing else tbaa a quickening 'u 
the springs of Isdustrlal activity, and an 
Increase In the volume of demand, upon 
which prices, and, therefore, wages ulti- 
inotcly depend. Wages are going up be- 
cause the country Is prosperous, and why 
Is the country prosperous? Why else thau 
because, under a repubUcan administration, 
sound principles have been applied to the 
mnnogenient of Its affairs, and public con- 
fidence In the developments of the future 
restored by the election of Mr. McKlnley 
to the presidency has been established upon 
a iirni foundation by the constantly In- 
cieaslng probability that Mr. McKlnley will 
he his own successor. This circumstance. 
In conjunction witli the fact that the as- 
cendancy of the repuhllcnns In the United 
States senate has been assured for a term 
et years, lias proilni'oil in tlie iiuliUc mind 
tliat feeling of serenity which Is the tlrst 
csseutiiil ot active ami prolltable traUlng. 

Nothing succeeds llki' RUcccss, and pros- 
perity Is promoted by the very conditions 
which It produces. Tlie vicious cirnli.- 
which attends aud Intciisllies hard times 
Is reversed. 'When trade slackijns, luon 
are thrown oat ot employment or suffer a 
reduction In their wages, nnd thus the 
piirchaeing power of the community un- 
dergoes a serious aad progressive dlininu 
tlon. This reacts upon the market, and 
the process goes on until whole Industries 
have hoea brou^lit tn ii slnndstlil nnd pro- 
duction la conllned to (he nlisolnto necessi- 
ties of lite. That was tlie distressing ex 
perlpnc(> of the nation from lS9;i to 1807. 
during the calamitous presidency of Grover 
Cleveland. It Is the very reverse of that 
which Is hnpperijng now.' The limit of 
cinisumptlnii is cniistautly extending. 
Rvery lncren.se of wagoa. every udditlona! 
workman employed, widens the market, 
betters the situation, brightens the pros- 
pect and cnnnrms the proHperity which 
we are enjoying. The advance In tin 
wage rate Is the most ansplclous of the 
Igns of the times.

FALSE ECONOMY.

The edict Of the attoruey-gononil whcrehv 
the allowance for the keeping of horses 
was taken from the monthly salary of pro 
viaclal constables, was far too sweeping In 
Its scope to be productive of good results, 
llierc are probably constables iu some 
parts of the provlnc.. „-ho have no use 
for a hoiHc, Init lu „ti,er aectlons-such as 
Ihls^.-i horse Is a„ absolute neeesslty for 
eirectlve constabulary wopk. "Beonomy" 
Is the only excuse given for this change In 
the ri'giilntlons. and It is the worst poRaiblo 
rcnsoii that could lie advanced. The effect.^ 
of this coarse are ali-eaily apparent; somi' 
of the best men iu the service of the gov- 
ernment are being "economized" out of the 
force, nnd It will soon become impossible 
to keep the character of the service up to 
the high standard which In the past has 
prevailed. A constahle's pay wns none too 
large when he received the fl.'i monthly nl- 
lowonce for horse feed; aud even if In some 
canes a constable here and there may be 
oble to save some of this allowance and 
added It to his regular snlory, no one who 
reallxes the splendid service done by these 
men would feel Inclined to protest. In this 
district the constable, while he rccelveii 
this allowance, was able to patrol the coun- 
try from Rnderby to Vernon, nnd this pa- 
trol duty sliiinld not have been cut off. III« 
weekly visit to the slwasli reserve lias had 
good elTi'i't among the Indians, and for 
e sake of Kavliiir ii few dollars in linisi' 
feeii It seems a pity tliat sucli a radlc'ii 
liam-'c shiiuld be cnnsiiliTed necessary by 
the altorui'y-giMienil. Mr. iMiirllo's iictlou 
ilso iu making a hoavy reduction in the 
■iMhiry of tliiit extri'iuely efllclenl officer. 
I'ollce Siiperlnteiideiil Iliissey, Is riglilly 
mooting with general disapproval. Mr. 
IIiiBSey luis been conncctpil with the gov- 
rninent service for many years, and has 
proved himself to be a thoroughly compo- 
toiit and rollahle offlclnl. Instead Of o ro- 
liictlon In salary. It would httVC been more 
in keeping with the fitness of things to 
have recognized his splendid services by 
nn Increase. If this Is the manner In 
which efficient public Bcrvants nro to be 
rewarded for a lengthened period of duty 
well performed. It Is little wonder that the 
best men In the employ of the government 
fool Inclined to throw up their positions. 
Such mistaken Ideas of economy can only 
result In the deterioration of t.lo sorvicc.

The strike on tlio White' Pass railway 
is practically at an end. The men who 
have not returiRHl to work are anxious 
to come south. Purser Koberteon having 
a largo number of applications for pas- 
sago from men without funds. A move- 
ment is on f»»t- to charter a steamer to 
send the men ■down, and is being strongly 
supported by tho Skagway-Atlin Hudgot, 
tho organ of llio .Htrikors. Tho Budget 
says, in udvooating the proposition: "This 
will settle the strike, prevent any cry of 
danger, and do away with nil misrepro- 
Eentations. Many of the mnn are with- 
out means, depoudonl ou tlieir fellows, 
•and some action other lluui (luibbling is 
..doomed nocossary. Many of the strikers 
arc frugal and will no doubt remain, 
spreading tbi'insolvos about in the ad- 
joining gold liold.s. .Many of them have 
wasted tlieir all, and wliile ordinarily 
quite iioaceable men, may not be con- 
trolled as easily as could bo wished. 
Many liave but lately <;omo into the 
cDiiiitry and liad no time to accimiuiato 
any funds. To all these such a plan 
will be a God -send." 

Camp No. 1 was tho scene of another 
riotous doQionstratioii on Monday last, 
the day before the Amur sailed, result- 
ing in .1. II. White, one of the most 
troublesome of the strikers, being struck 
over tbclthead 'with a gun in the hands 
of Dr. B. F. Whiting, the company's 
surgeon. '%'Whitc'8 companions took the 
iiint that no further trouble would be 
tolerated, and skurriod badk to Skag- 
way. 

It had been suggested by tho com- 
mittee reprcKonting tho orderly strikers 
that White be arrested, but the sugges- 
tion was not carried nut. Encouraged by 
this he walked iii) to Camp No. 1, walked 
into tho tents unchalloiigod, and asked 
the number of men th('re and " how 
many guns they had." lie wont to one 
tent and was told tliat there were 1.') 
men buiiJiing tiiere; ho went to the other 
tents, and although ho felt himself a 
marlte<l man among these men, wlio 
were still at work and among the suspi- 
cious railroad ollicials, ho carried himself 
with a careless and insolent indifCerenco. 

After he hod gained till the informa- 
tion he could about the camp, he re-

ANCTTHUrR ISLAND SHIPPBK. 

Twenty Tons Of "Ore From the Lenora 
Mine Shipped to Tacoma Yesterday. 

Tlie first shiiinieiit of ore from tli 
Tv<Miora mine. Mount Sicker, was made 
last evening, 20 tons going liy the 
stoaincr City of Kingston to Tacoma 
and a second sliipnient of 12 tons \\ ill 
lie iniide by the ne.\t direct steamer to 
Sail Francisco. These are in the nature 
of tri.'il shipments, but Superintendent 
Smith says that unless some unforeseen 
incident occurs, shipments will be made 
regularly. He has 125 tons of ore 
sacked and ready for shipment, and this 
will be sent to the smelters without delay 
Mr. Smith goes over to Tacoma to be 
present at fhc smelting of tho 20 tons. 

Tho liOnora mine has be(Mi thoroughly 
well (levelo|)ed, according to experts, and 
(he owners have prospects of reaping rich 
benefits from their enterprise in opening 
it Up. Tlie property is owned by local 
and British parties. The latest assays 
were very satisfactory, a sample of 
picked ore going .?!() in gold, 11 ounces 
in silver and 23 per cent, copper, while 
pieces of ore taken at ruiidoni from the 
dump went ?20 in golil, T ounro.s of sil 
ver and 17 per cent. cop[)er. 

Now that this projierty has iiroveil si 
successful, thoro is no doulit but tliiit 
other Mount Sicker claims will be 
opened up, making still another big min- 
ing camp on A'anconver island. These 
mines being so near Victoria raiist 
necos.sarily lionclit the city.

Perhaps the predominating feeling Is that 
of awe nnd respect; awo at the int'.Kulli- 
ccnt sl/.e or the undertaking luid the 8m;ill- 
nOKS of tho nnlt, man. In comparluon to tUo 
mountains to lio nioTOd, and respect for 
tliopo wl'O undorliil<o the task and the 
amount of worli they liave roaily accom- 
pilslicd. 

It Is difficult to convey an Idea of tlie 
iil7^ of tills work to a reader, for the lls- 
uros do not seem so largo after all. it 
is nccoH.sary to pace tlii' kilometers and 
clinil) the liciKlits to ol)taln a full coaccp- 
tion of the problem which confronted 
Count do Lcssops, and to realize the 
cheerful optimism of this man who brush- 
<^d aside the engineering and mcctanlcul 
•llfQculllos with a wave of his hand, and 
devoted his energies to tho diplomatic 
ccremonlnl, social and flnanclal foatun w oi 
Us Btupendons task. 

De LcBseps seems to have pono to tho 
tetbmus with but one doflnltc Idea in his 
mind, and that was to build a cnaal. How 
It was to be bnllt appears to havo worried 
blm but little at nrst. Ills earlier Idea was 
was to dig as long as tlie ground would 
hold up on either Ride and then tunnel 
through the hill which marks the divide 
between the Atlantic nnd the raclfic. It 
must be remonihored that this tnnuel was 
to bo of such Klao as to accommodate not 
only the ocean steamers, but siilling ves- 
sels with the tiUest mnsts. This Idea was, 
of course, given up l)etore tho work was 
commenced, and It was decided to dig a 
clmiincl through from ocean to ocean upon 
a level, nnd It was upon these lines that all 
work was done by the first Panama canal 
company. It was not u»tll the nnal ertort 
was made to keep the old company aUve 
that any Idea of locks entered Into tho cal- 

• culations, ond It was then too lato to save 
tho company from total wreck. Then, 
again, by acknowledgins the necessity of 
locks the company alienated many support- 
ers of the route who gave their support on 
tbo theory that across tho l-auania Isthmus 
was the only possible sea level canal, 
which, of course. Is by all odds the most 
<!i'sira1)le kind of a canal to have. 

This cliapter will deal solely with the 
^ic!ii:il condition of the canal as It sf.inds 
<.o-d;i.\-, :uid the practical side of the proh- 
leni of construction, wliich Is that of niov- 
lug carlli and rock and conflnlng water on 
a scale never before attempted In the lils- 
tiiry of (lie world. 

MODNTAINS TO BB MOVED. 

Tho task before the canal builders was, 
ronglily speaking, to move about 175 mil- 
lion cubic yards of earth and rook in Kiich 
a way as to make a ditch through ii Htriii 
of land 48 miles long which separated the 
two oceans. Along tho lino of tills (lllcii

To pierce this strip of land which sep-

Korloua problem for the flrst 15 miles from 
the Atlantic side than was met in the con 
Rti-uetlon of the Snez canal. At the end of

mences to rise rapidly until It reaches tho 
highest point on the divide, about I'J miles 
from the Pacific. From there the slope to 
tJie Koa level Is rapid, and for the last eight 
inllex lo Ihe Pnciflc (lie work Is Of the same 
cImk:: iis for the firs! 1.5 miles from the At- 
Inni .'. 

The highest point on the divide l.s .-it 
wlial I'.fS I)oconii' so well known as Culeh- 
r». It was here that tho great cut wa.s to 
111' made which brought doubt upon tlic 
fe.'islblllty of the- wholo enterprise ns n 
gi .1 level proposition.

AN OPKN IIAIIBOU. 

The Panama canal IcavcB the Atlantic 
side of the isthmus from the bay of LInion, 
ia the Carrihlx'an sea. The innermost 
point of the b.-ty was chosen tor the point 
of departure, and a short channel is, or 
rather was, dn-dgod to tho mouth of Uie 
canal. This clinnnel Is now badly shoaled 
from the effects of the constant trade 
winds, which blow straight Into tbe har- 
bor. A breakwater or point extending out 
Into tbc bay has been -built. In the attempt 
to protect the canal, and it lu on or near 
this point tfaiat all of tbo houses were built 
for the senerat officers of the company, 
houses ninny of which cost thousands of 
dollars, when they could have been dupli- 
cated on a tiuslness basis for ns many hun- 
dreds.

Crit- 
ics of tho cnnni havo even claimed, on the 
contrary, that enough water cannot be 
stored to assure the continued nnd reliable 
operation ot the canal. 

It win ni.w be Interesting to ;;o hack ovi-r 
Iho line of the canal, tinto what has al- 
ready boon aoooiiMillsheil. how nnirh nionoy 
has boon spent, what it will oosl to llnlsl-.

The •.111 I'.-iiKiin.i Canal Oinipany spent 
bofiiro It failed tho eiiDrnious sum ot IJ'Jili,- 
Oilii.OiH). The report of tile receiver shows 
that ovr ?l.".(i, 000,000 of this was spent on 
I lie Isllimus. The liaianee was spent In 
I''rniieo in tbc manner so thoroughly cx- 
iiloltod during tlie scandal attendant upon 
tho failure of the company. The receSver. 
hiiwevur. places the actual value of the 
work now done on the Isthmus, Including 
the value of such plant as may yet be avall- 
'ble, at |»O,O0O,O0O, and the new company 
not only accepts the valnatlon. but claims 
It Is extremely consorvntlvo. On the com- 
pany's claim, thertfore, we may Justly osll- 
Miate the value of the work at tliat ligui'o. 
I'he engineering commission estimates the 
■list of completing tho canal to lie alioiil 
Si 'jr.. 000,000. and tho pn-sent company lias 
never cinlmoil that more than twn-llftlis of 
'he w-ork Is done. Tlie original ostlmato

Tliere Is to sliow for this a railroad

In the 
50's, but for which the canal company paid 
?17,000.000. They have at either end of the 
canal and along tbe line an admirable plant 
for the'houslug and eare of perhaps 12,000 
workmen. This Includes dwellings, hospi- 
tals, stores And sheds for machinery. Some, 
idrti of the size' of this plant is coti'^eycd 
by the fact that they have over 2,500 
lionses ns one item in the inventory. Al- 
lowing ns a liberal estimate that the plnut 
outside available for work outside ot the 
actual digging Is worth to-day ?2O,0O0,O0O, 
we have $70,000,000 as the cstlmnted value 
of the two-fifths of the canal which. It is 
claimed, is now constrncted. The balance 
of the canal would therefore have to be 
constructed at the same rate of cost ns the 
first two-fifths to bring the entire cost with- 
in the figure named by the commission, 
¥11!5,000,000. 

Commencing at the Atlantic coast, the 
canal Is dug for, say, 16 miles inlanil. This 
work is the simplest character of ordlnnry 
ditch work. At Bohlo there Is « rock ex- 
cavation for. th^ locks ■which Is far from 
complete. Along the canal from Bohlo to 
Culebra cut It is the surface earth which 
has been removed; the easiest and least ex- 
pensive work of nil. In the Culebra the 
old company dug considerable dirt, but 
even here it wns tlie lenst expensive work 
compnred with what was to be done at the 
lower deptlis. From the Culebra to the 
Pacific coast wo fijid the same cliiiracter 
of surf.-ice work to tlie Bovcn-mlle channel 
partially excavated to Paellle tide water. 

A cnrefnl examination of a prnflle map 
of the line of the canal will show more 
plainly than words can bow tlie two-dfths 
already done is all the surface or easiest 
part of the work. The remaining three- 
lifths of the work Is nil In the deepest part 
of the cuts, the e\-ponslve llnlshing work 
on the canal, the tremenilmis dams already 
spoken of, and the masonry of the loi'k.s, 
and especially in the deep part of Iho Cu- 
lebra cut. Tills tliree.flfths must cost far 
more In proportion than the first tvvo-ilfilis 
of tbe work, nnd If tho estimate ot present 
value Is- anywhere near correct the esti- 
mate for the future mast he more than 
conservative. In fnct. It Is too small. 



been large enough to accommodate more 
than two vessels, and some guarautee of 
nn anchorage for large vessels would have 
been secured before the pier wns built. 
As < It. stands now it la almost useless and 
wlli..'be entirely so for traffic of any mo- 
ment pnttl a large iamount. af money is 
spent to prepare tbe channel 'and^dnchor- 
nge needed as auxiliaries. TKe"mahner of 
the building of this pier and , Its subse- 
quent uEclcsgncss is an excelent lUustra- 
tloii of the unbuslncss-llke methods which 
seems to control nil the aifairs of the canal 
company, even 'under tbe reorganized mnu- 
agement. 

This brief description of the Pnnnma 
cnnal In Its actual fentures will perhaps 
give the reader some Idea ot the tremend- 
ous size of the enterprise, nnd the work 
which has so tnr been nccompllshed. ■ It 
win also prepare the way for liettor under- 
standing of the political and financial sta- 
tus of an enterprise which the American 
people are now asked to further by keeping 
their hands off any Isthmian ship channel 
so ns to allow the Panama peppte to raise 
more money to aply upon a work which has 
already -absorbed nearly $400,000,000 of the 
money of the poorer classes- of French peo- 
ple. The management of the canal declares 
empliatlcnlly that the Panama cnni will be 
fliilshcd whether the United States under- 
takes any other route or not, but tho ear-, 
nestness with which they are trying to pre- 
vent such undertaking, and the statements 
of the men who are actually in control ot 
the work on the Isthmus do not liidlcnto 
they roiilly have nay such hope. Owing to 
tlie work which has already been done, 
however, nnd the undnubtoil fact that tiie 
eannl crosses the Isthmus at the norrowest 
and most likely looking point, It. Is well to 
carefully consider it as a possibility before 
commencing another similarly gigantic luid 
less clearly defined undertaking.

iiians call Southern California the San 
.loaiium valley ami all the vast area 
lying south of the Tehachapi range of 
iiiniiiitnnis. 
_T!ie ilroiith tuTocted Iieavily the Siinta 
niara valley, with il:.s olive, apricot, nec- 
tarine .and otli?v orciitirds; ilio feed 
hinils in Monterey juiil other coiiiitios 
iiiljaceiit to the Sacramento valley, with 
its hundreds of thoii.snnds of acres oif 
grain, lint where- the blight of the sun's 
iiiorciless rays fell heaviest was on the 
grain fields, the raisin vinevanls anil 
the orchards ol? the- great San .Tonquin 
valley, and the orange and lemon groves 
of the farther southland about Los An- 
geles.

After eighteen years of continuous 
Tesideuce In a Innd of Impeuctrablc mya- 
tory under thp polar stiirs, Harry Ber- 
brand MuxweU, lute able soamau of Uie 
t0Wtt=«I.New.5 Bedford, Mass., is oneo 
again a unlt'ltf ^the great mass of units 
luaking up the civilized world. The tele- 
phone, the electric light, elevators, and 
half a' hundred other everyday iiecessi- 
•■jied 'are ii^ Jret inexplicable wonders to 
iite eydfi, ahd'yct when he has liad time 
to cohtrfljit the items of his. own experi- 
ence, with these milestones iu the march 
of progress,' it will be found that the 
book of hia-life in the ice fields will be 
■ dust.as 'fasciuatiui; readius lor the "peo- 
ple of tlie outside" as the world's hiHlory 
for the past quarter century is to hini. 

For Maxwell is come out of au un- 
know corner of the b'lobe, remote, un- 
friendly, inhospitable, where the Hinlit 
of a white man's face is somethmg to be 
reniembeied for monlhs and years. Jlis 
"home" is a rude cabhi of loss across tlie 
juountaiiis from Kort iMaci>herson timl 
iUU miles eastward from the iSlaoUenzie 
river, which point he left on the lS)th of 
last September, determined to once again 
revisit his Massaehiisetls home, and liop- 
ing also to renew acquaiiiuwice in \ n'- 
toria Willi Wnrburton Pilce, the aullior 
and explorer, whose visit to his uld camp- 
ing place near the Gieat -Slave LiiUe, 
Maxwell regards as a chief incident ol 
his lite of solitude. It was with this 
object in view that he came to this city, 
having left the Al-Ki at Nanaimo, .and 
Tievoiis is his disappointment to hnd 
that Mr. Pike is at present in hnglaud, 
nor liUely to return for weeks or poB- 
siblv months. .„ , ^ _„ 

Tile journal of Maxwell's aavcnturea 
during the past six mouths probably 
never receive justice, for lie Is one of the 
most silent of men, and what most mor- 
tals wduld regard as, heart-SLoppin.i,' 
crises he looks upon as coniuion-place 
incident-s in a ceaseless battle with na- 
ture in her savagery. There is, how- 
ever, one souvenir of his trip that speaks 
eloquently for itself— a deerskin sack 
which, when he reached Dnw«on, con- 
tained ..upwards' of. $11,000 worih o 
gold. A belt yet held several Uiousami 
more when he arrived Bore; and altotretu- 
er he iS gotaB back to the old home some 
twenty, thousand dollars richer tlian 
when he started forth to seek his fortune 
on the sens— as a sailor before the mast 
, on the Balling brig Fanme I;.. I^ee. 
• That vessel was pinched in an ice-j;un, 
and after passing from whaler to whaler, 
Maxwell eventually turned up at Cape 
Barrow in the summer of 1^M>, and (te- 
dded to take n few years and investigate 
the stories told by the blubber-e.itiii;.' 
natives, of yellow dust to be found be- 
yond the mountains chat border the 
great Mackenzie river. He has proved 
the truth of their words, he says, am 
washed up more treasure tluin he couUI 
carry out. in streams not ninre than live 
hundred miles from I'^ort Miicphorsoii- 
where no white face save his own li:|s 
ever been seen, and where the po ai 
bear and the savage Indian struggle lor 
possession of a sterile land. 

His first knowledge of gold hills in 
the upper Yukon country was ga(ned 
when he reached the I'orcuplno hills on 
his way out and started down the Yu- 
kon from its uppermost reaches. HaVr, 
ing heard the history of the Klondike, 
however, he is more than ever conviced 
that the watershed of the Mackenwe, in- 
cluding almost a million square miles of 
virgin territory, will yet pr.ove im meas- 
ureably richer than the Yukon hdls and 
valleys. , , 

This land, he claims, has never lviio\\n 
the prospector yet in stream after stream 
he has amused himself by wnsl'ing stir 
face "dirt and finding it return from ten 
cents to as many dollars in the pan- hen 
passing on himself, gold at that time 
heiii" of less consequence to him than tue 
chairce of getting a musk-ox, moose or 

^"inihfe course of his wanderings lie has 
gone as far south as the Great ShiM- 
Lake-near which he was camped «hen 
he formed Mr. Pike's ac(iuintan<e-as 
far e^ as Kum Lake, 220 miles ,H.y..iid 
the Great Bear; and as far north a.-, u 
neTcrK)pening ice, yet ''Y-yn/C ,,, e 
ore of gold were obtainable, ihe hul^ 
Son We says, even with steamers t. 
travel down tlie Mackenzie in, will tin 
reward of treasure be sufllcient compen- 
saUon for many to bravo ''''^ " 
the land. If so, they must not forget 
that winter there lasts never less t ha 
nine months of the yeai-and with such 
degrees of cold that thcrmonieters 
useless for its measurement. 

Having made up his mind to come on 
Maxwell decided upon a route of eMt 
very similar to that adopted by Mate 
■niton when he brought t,. civilization 
the message of the imprisoned wlialers- 
wilh this exception, that instead '.'l W"i''fj 
up river to Port (ioud Hope, he lollo«e, 
lu> Little Peel to its headwatcr.s, found 
for himself a pass through the moun- 
tains in which it rises, and struck across 
for the Porcupine hills . , , , , 

His outlit at llie start, included ll dog 
team of six, with four exlrUB, and per- 
iiaps 'ino pounds of " ponimicnn"—tt dried 
and (•oinpresH,.d meat of the deer, bear 
and wood hnlialo, the latter having nuilti- 
idied abundantly to Ihe north of Hie 
Great l?"ar lake. Tliesi' provisioilH wore 
exhansteil before a way could be found 
through tlie PorcMpine mountains, and 
then in Ihe emergeuc-y, o'nc by one, the 
reserve dogs were sacrificed. 

Next the team itself grew smaller daily, 
until but three remained, when a 
vagrant Indian was fallen in with— a di - 
scendant of tlie great Chippewa nation 
that during two centuries has been ever 
pressing northward and into tlu' heart 
of the wUderucss as civilization intrudes 
upon" its hunting grounds. Through this 
good ; Indian's friendly olllees. the while 
traveller was enaliled to reprovision sind 
replace his dog leam with fresh brutes, 
though much inferior in size, which car- 
ried him through to the upper feeders of 
the Kwichpak. that many miles below 
l)ecom(!3 the Yukon. 

It was in this locality about seven 
weeks ago that Max-ivell was instriinieii- 
tal in saving the life of a girl of the 
Tsclint-lnhk tribe, and at the same time 
bringing upon himselr the eimiity of tlie 
native doctor. The sanii- earlh(piaUe 
that had nlariiied the lOldoradu ininers 
iud apparently shaken the native village 
with r.ldcr hnnd, and having never before 
o.'cporieuced or even heanl nf sui-!i a 
ntltural phenoini'iiiin, the Indians were 
seized with panic and declared it magic. 

Tlieir terror was not allayed by tlie 
medicine man. and eventually, as a 
means of iiropitiating the unfriendly 
gods, it was decided (o give a nrcwt feast] 
and offer worthy sttcrifices. • The attend- 



ant dance had been in progress more 
than a fortnight when the white man 
passed, and a boy of 1-1 and a girl of 10 
had— as nearly as could be made out- 
been put to death through knife-slashings 
of the dancers. A third victim had been 
p'-epared, and doubtless would have met 
ii similar fate had it not been for the 
coming of the white stranger, jvho, with 
his Chippewa friend and guide, succeeded 
in winning over the bra.ye8' ., to milder 
measures of propitiation-:rOr at'least to 

'^'^Maxwell told the tribe that he was him- 
self bound to the Great :Water to intei-- 
ccde with the Spirit, and that his mission 
would bo frustrated did, they not stay 
their hands until; his return,, He hopes, 
for the sake of the child under suspended 
seutuuco, 4^hat there may be no more 
eartliauakCS; Jn that vicinity for some 
month? toi cqmo. 

From Victoria it is Maxwell's intention 
to go Bast over the C. P. II., the exist> 
enco of which road he first learned of on 
his way down, continuing his trip later to 
Muropo, and attending the Paris exposi- 
tion in 1000. 

" I expect tiicre'U be some things there 
I've not seen," he remarked, grimly— for 
there is a spice of excellent humor in his 
composition, albeit long unfainiliarity 
with the white man's speech has made 
him a frugal user of words. This 
humor was agiiin excmplitied when he 
spoke yesterday of the killing and eating 
of his dogs. 

•' That was a pretty rough experience, 
tiie iaterviewcr observed. 

•• For me?" he leiilied. " Oh, yes— but 
worse for the dogs."

.\ Canadian Citizen Says He Was Un- 
justly treated by Dominion 
Officials.

railed on the Ilndgnt yesterday morning, 
says tlio Sltagway-Atlin I'.udget of Mar.di 
14. Mr. Truswell has for some time past 
been mnning the Summit Lake hotel nt 
the supposed line on the summit, but re- 
cently, he says, "Ills house and goods have 
been conflscated by the Canadian oflU-ials. 
and he was nned $200 In addition." Viv 
goods, he stated, had been bought princi- 
pally on Summit lake, and he mentioned 
the names of Brackett and Robinson, nam- 
l)ort Yukon Co., John Anderson, N. W. 
Mounted Police and Admiral Khiinnon, as 
those of whom his stock bad been pur. 
chased. The reason glvi'n for the 'seizure. 
It seems, Is that Mr. Truswell was about 
fifty yards over the line, .and the ppllcf 
(■iaimcd that no duty had been paid on the 
goods. . , 

Gold Commissioner, Graham conducted 
the proceedings. 

It seems that Mr. Tniswell pre-empted 100 
acres at the snininlt and put In a proper 
application for the ground; at least thl-; 
Is ills Btatenicnt. .Sergeant TarnbnII, of 
the police, staked olT the south line fie- 
hhn and snppospd <'verythlng was all righi. 
Ite claims tlint he was rnlet! against liy 
the gold eoniiiilssloners on the honicstr'ad 
proposition, and his Imsliicss rnlned. Yei 
he states there arc several ..Vnicrnvi"-; <i 
hnslni'ss In the snme vicinity undisturbed. 
Mr. Trnswcll fools that for some reason 
he Is being dlserlnilnat ed against and is 
enjuslly dealt with. He came down to 
consult the ofnclnla, but finds that the fact 
of his being n Canadian bars his case from 
tlie local courts. He says ho oftered to 
pav duty on the small amount of goods 
seized, and further, that the goods were 
purchased openly and In a manner usual 
to the locality for some time. The gentle- 
man presented good credentials and feels 
pretty sore at the treatment he has received 
from his own country's officials.
